LIVERPOOL, Eng., April 23-—At 
the conclusion of a comprehensive 
statement regarding the international 
wheat position, Sir James Wilson, in 
an interview with Broomhall’s, de- 
clared that by October 1, 1919, ac- 
cording to his estimates, Britain will 
have reaped a harvest of 11,000,000 
}quarters as compared with pre-war 
javerage of 7,500,000 quarters. And, 
although the total yield of wheat in 
France, Germany and Austria-Hun- 
|gary will be much below their pre- 
war average, all importing countries 
in the world which on the pre-war 
average imported 77,000,000 quarters 
are not likely to import in the year 
ending July, 1, 1920, as much as 
92,000,000 quarters, 

Sir James Wilson does not share 
the view of Mr. Hoover, who stated 
that wheat in the United States may 
sell at $3.50 next season. By October 
1, he says, the United States, Canada, 
and Argentina will find themselves in 
possession of an exportable surplus 
amounting to 118,000,000 quarters, In 
addition to this there is the prospect 
of an additional 37,000,000 quarters 
from Argentina, Australia, India, Rus- 
sia and Roumania. Competition be- 
tween exporting countries to get rid 
of thelr exportable surplusses is likely 
to be very keen, Sir James stated.

Edmonton Racing Pigeon Society 
Hears Address by Lieut. 
W. T. Webb 


“If decorations had been possible 
for Pigeons there would have been as 
many V.C. feathered heroes aa there 
are khaki-clad men. How very sign!- 
ficant has been the pigeon service and 
how much it has contributed toward 
victory for the allies is not generally 
known, but pigeons, in the carrying 
of messages from the line of fire, ren- 
dered an aid that the men In the line 
and those in command have recog- 
nized to the full.” bbs . 

The above remarks were made by 
Lieut. W. T. Webb, recently returned 
from overweas, to a large attendance 
of membera of the Edmonton Racing 
Pigeon Society, held in Civico Block 
last night. Mr. Webb gave an outline 
of thé work of the birds on the lines 
of communication and told of many 
herolo filghts made by pigeons in 
thelr work of carrying meseages from 
the front lines to the varied com- 
mands in the rear. 

Many are the occasiora on which 
the birds have returned shell-torn and 
exhausted but always with their mos- 
gage. This message has told of in- 
fantry hard pressed, of men without 
ammunition, of @ lack of reserves, 
of the location of an enemy battery. 
Messages always carried news and re- 
quests of importance and unless 
death intervened, as was often the 
case, they would be dolivered. It 
seemed that the birds realized the im- 
portance of their task, and the abso- 
lute necessity that they return with 
ine little metal holder attached to the 
eg. 

Mr. Webb told of one Iittle V.C. 
hero now placed on view in London. 
The little fellow, whose award was 
posthumous, has since been nicely 
fixed up by the taxidermist but ite 
body still shows the case and its mes- 
sage which had been forced by shell 
fire through the bird’s breast, It also 
shows a broken leg and a shrapnel 
wound fn the neck. But despite the 
terrible wounds that the bird had to 
contend with, it returned to its base 
five miles in the rear of the front 
line, delivered its message and died. 

In addition to being placed into 
service on land, birds were used to a 
large extent by the Royal Naval Air 
Service and many are the lives saved 
by the work of the pigeon. One case 
mstanced was that of a pilot and ob- 
server whose machine crashed at sen. 
Fortunately the machine remained 
afloat and in their distress, the men 
were able to use the pigeons which 
they had with them for message pur- 
poses, At a speed of more than & 
mile a minute, the birds raced back 
to thelr lofts with the information 
as to the plight and location of the 
men and, as a consequence, assist- 
ance arrived in time to save their 
lives. Mr, Webb concluded his re- 
marks by saying that the work of the 
feathered heroes could not be too 
highly praised or its value be over- 
estimated,

Sport Comment 


Businese done at the annual 
meeting of the Edmonton Ama- 
teur Athletic association, held in 
the Macdonald hotel last night, 
outside of the election of officers, 
may of may not have a far-reach- 
ing effect in amateur athletics in 
the Province of Alberta, \ But one 
thing is certain, that opinions 
formed by representatives of tho 
different clubs who attended the 
meeting and listened to the dis- 
cussion regarding the proposed 
mecting to be held at Calgary on 
Satarday night will do much to- 
wards rescuing amateurism from 
the pitfalls and dangers towards 
which certain sporting dema- 
gogues and Bolsheviki of that 
city are leading the unsophisti- 
cated athletic clubs o the 


ce, 

Fortunately the Calgary sport- 
ing “Soviet” has invited athletic 
clubs in Edmonton, Lethbridge 
and Medicine Hat to send dele- 
gates. Otherwise such parts of 
the province as lie outside of the 
“metropoli#’ — Calgary—would 
have their athletic destinies de- 
cided for them by the athlictic 
Solomons of Calgary. 

It appears that the smaller 
communities of the province nate 
not in absolutely harmonious ac- 
cord with the Calgary Trotskies 
and are taking upon themselves 
to send representatives to this 
widely advertised meeting at 
Calgary. It is to be hoped that 
Calgary will not undertake to 
exclude these representatives 
from the mocting, otherwise an 
unpleasant situation will arise— 
unpleasant for Calgary. Also it 
is to be hoped that if these rural 
representatives are excluded the 
©.A.A.U. and the! remainder of 
Canada will not accept the meet- 
ing as representative of the 
province. 

One thing scems assured—that 
the athletes of Edmonton and of 
northern rural Alberta ‘are deter- 
mined to abide by the ©.A.A.U. 
amatenr rulings. 


Now that the city council has 
appointed a supervisor of athietio 
grounds, one of the great trou- 
bles of amateur sports in tho 
city is likely to be overcome. 
Especially is this the case in view 
of the fact that Mr. Smail, so 
long associated with football in 
this city, is the appointee. No 
better man could have been ap- 
pointed. 


One of the athletic events to 
look forward to is the big ath- 
letic meet to be held this sum- 
mer by the Edmonton Amateur 
Athletic Association. With many 
of Edmonton's athletes retarning 
from overseas the people of the 
city may expect many provincial 
records be broken and many 
keen competitions for supremacy 
on the track and field. 


The retirement of Robert Pear- 
son from athletics in Alberta 
leaves a gap which athletic clubs 
are only now beginning to real- 
ize. Bob was the main pillar 
supporting the amateur’ struc- 
ture in this province* and with 
his retirement tho athletic asso- 
ciation is falling into a state of 
chaos beside which the sitnation 
in Russia is as the confuston 
which exists in the vicinity of 
the peanut vendor at a Sunday 
school picnic, In fact, it is high 
time that the Alberta Amateur 
Athletic Association was finding 
a man t take his place. The 
first requirement of the man tak- 
ing the position is that he be a 
citizen of neither Calgary nor 
Edmonton, If a man with the 
decision and strength of charac- 
ter of Bob Pearson were to be 
found that point would not mat- 
ter, But until such a man is 
found the only thing to do is to 
elect a man from the rural dis- 
tricta, preferably from central 
Alberta, Mr. Gaeta of Red Deer 
seems to be about the best choice 
at present,

BUDAPEST IS 
IN DANGER 
OF ANARCHY 


Budapest, April 22—-This city is go- 
ing through a crisis worse than that 
of April 3. There is apprehension 
that there would be a violent swing 
to anarchy, with the Socialists losing 
control to Bolshevik leaders like Bela 
Kun and chiefs of the Red Guard. 
Looting, which hitherto has been held 
in check, or legalized as the ‘nation- 
alization of property,” and the assas- 
sination of the old political leaders 
and the aristocrats are feared. 

Reports are current that the Rou- 
manians and Czechs nave received 
orders from the allies to march on 
Budapest. This is increasing the un- 
easiness here, It is felt, however, that 
the Roumaniangs are advancing mere- 
ly to occupy the territory set aside 
for them by the allied note of March 
20, which resulted in the resignation 
of Count Michael Karolyi, the former 
premier. The fact that the Com- 
munists are unable to prevent the al- 
lies from occupying the districts In- 
volved is weakening the influence of 
Bela Kun and is causing viglent hatred 
against the allies among the Hun- 
garians, 


IONDON DOUBTS 
THAT TURKEY 
HAS GONE RED 


London, April 28—The rumor that 
a Soviet government had been set up 
in Turkey, which already has attract- 
ed much attention here, remains en- 
tirely without confirmation and is 
1ow treated with considerable incre- 
dulity. It is pointed out that the 
source of the news, Odessa, is in the 
hands of the Bolshevik and _ that 
British warships at Constantipople be- 
ing equipped with wireless plants, 
might have been expected to report 
the fact, if the rumor was true, but 
|nothing has been heard from the 
fleet, 

Another report, which is regarded 
|here as being more likely to be the 
itruth,*comes in a wireless dispatch 
from Moscow to the effect that the 
Turkish consul at Odessa has made 
proposals to a Russian Soviet official 
there that the Bolshevik send revolu- 
tionary instructions to Constantinople 
with a view to initiating the establish- 
ment of a Soviet system in Turkey,

RETURNED MEN 
MAKING ENTRY 
FOR HOMESTEADS 


Local Land Office Reports the 
Busiest Season for Some 
Years Past 


That the Dominion land office is do- 
ing bigger business now than it has 
done for years past is the information 
given out by officials. Hundreds of 


enquiries are being made every day 
and land is being taken with surpris- 
ing speed in every district under the 
control of local authorities. 

Applications from returned soldiers 
predominate the business, and vet- 
erans are taking land and moving 
from the city to their new holdings 
with the least delay. Many of them 
‘are taking land to the limit of the 
provisions of the Soldiers’ Settlement 
jact, which gives them 320 acres,—160 
acres as allowed for homestead rights 
and the additional 16Q acres as pro- 
vided by the grant to soldiers, 

Most of them have inspected the 
jland being taken up, either having 
looked over their prospective farms 
in company with other returned men 
or stayed with relatives and friends 
who have land in proximity to their 
locations, 


CAN'T DEFEAT 
BOLSHEVIK! BY 
FEEDING THEM 


Hunger an Ally That Is Helping 
Russian Forces to Break Down 
Reign of Terror 


Archangel, April 21.—Opposition 
by officials of the government of 
North Russia to the plan for feeding 
Bolshevik Russia, as recently made 
public in Paris, is based not only 
on unwillingness to provision terri- 
tory occupied by forces of a govern- 
ment the North Russians are fight- 
ing, but because they belleve the plan 
would not be efficacious in combat- 
ting Bolshevism. 

In the interview given the Associat- 
ed Press correspondent, recording his 
oppositon to the plan, General Eug- 
ene Karlovitch Miller, acting head of 
the Archangel government, expressed 
the view that those who helped Bol- 
shevik Russia in this wise would in 
effect be allying themselves with the 
Bolshevik. 

Won't Stop the Fighting 

General Miller characterized as 
“impossible and impracticable’ the 
Proposition that the anti-Bolshevik 
Russians should cease fighting at any 
place in order to allow provisions to 
reach their enemies. 

“The Bolshevik government,” con- 
tinued the general, ‘is hard pressed, 
from a military standpoint, by the 
Siberian forces, and it is now help- 
less in the north. In the interior it 
faces hunger. It would doubtless 
welcome an armistice and would eag- 
erly accept help from outside, Those 
who help it would, in effect, at least, 


simply be making an alliance with 
the Bolshevik,” 
And this, the general said, ata 


time when victory for the opponents 
of Bolshevism was near at hand. 
Russian TroOps Bear the Brunt 
General Miller stated that the per- 
fod of trial for the new Russian 
troops on the north was finished, He 
pointed out that the Russian force 
which was fighting in the northern 
front last autumn was small and the 
morale nothing to brag of. “But 
“But now,” continued the general, 
“the number of the Russians in the 


{north equals that of all the Allies 
combined, Their morale is excel- | 
lent. On the actual fighting fronts| 


most of the work is now being done! 
by the Russians. They are more and 
more taking the first line positions 
while the Allies protect the rear.” 


CONDITIONS PREVENT 

PRESENT TRADE, 

| Montreal, April 22—Colone) J. 8. 
Dennis, O.M.G., chief commissioner of 
the department of colonization of the 
iC. P. R., returned from Russia via 
| Japan and Vancouver yesterday. Col. 
; Dennis went to Siberia last fall as di- 
rector of transportation and infor- 
mation on the general staff of the 
Canadian military expedition, and in 
jaddition was chairman of the Canad- 
lian trade commission, appointed by 
order-in-council last October, to | 
study trade conditions in Siberia. He | 
said they obtained a vast amount of 
valuable information regarding the 
possibilities of developing trade in 
Siberia, This information, which will 
‘form the subject of a full report to 
‘the government by the commission, 
indicates that at present there ie a 
demand, particularly in Eastern Si- 
beria, for large quantities of goods 
manufactured in Canada, particularly 
clothing, boots, bedding, agricultural 
implements, binder twine, hardware, 
piece goods and seeds, but that the 
possibility of developing any immedi- 
ate trade relations in these much- 
needed articles !s very poor owing to 
the chaotic political, financial and 
transportation conditions existing in 
Siberia.

If the horse was warranted to be 
8 years old at the time you bought 
m, you can demand return of your 
colt upon returning the horse. If 
there was no warranty as to the age 
of the horse, we do not think that you 
can get out of the deal.
